Speaker took the chair ut 11 a. in. 

Prayer by Rov. Mr. Boaiilaiida. 

Mr. Orr moved the foUowin;' reao.'-i- 
Cipn: . That ra the opinion of this house 
the returns of revenue anii e.xpundituro, 
together with the eaiimiUes for the ensu- 
ing year, should in all ouaua be submitted 
during the second week of each seaaion. 

Seconded by Mr. Dingnall. 

Hon. Mr. Siuithe said that though it 
might be desirable to bring thuin down 
earlier, it was not possiblu to frame the 
eatimatea until towards the end of the 
iBBiion. There was no end to be gained by 
such course, and it would iiecoasitate con- 
atantand voluminous auppleinetitary eati- 
mates if the imperfect ones were submit- 
ted before the members could be consult 
ed as to the needs of their districts. As 
for tno public . aocijuata for the previous 
year they were alwuya bruuglit down dur- 
ing the first part of the aoasiou. Ho hoped 
the mover would wiihdrinv the resdlution 
or 80 amend it as to allow the house to 
azprefssats opinion that the prsaent course 
waa'thybSttor one. 

Mr. T. D.ivie thought that if the re- 
verse wore tlie oaae — if the eatimates woro 
always brought down at the beifinning of 
a session there would be more cause for 
members to complain, for it was well 
known that when a government gut their 
estitnat^ii through the house they were 
▼ery anxious' to shut up. He was opposed 
to the resolution. 

Mr. Grant ditl'ured with the last speak 
erj thinking that members had a right to 
know how much was voted for thoir sev- 
eral districts before the othor busineas of 
the session was disposed of. . 

iMir. ,Oalbraithi'did not believe in a cast 
iron rule for the time'at which they should 
be brought down, but thought it would 
be posaibie and well tha( they should bo 
brought down in, say, the second week of 
the session. . - . . 

Mr. Semlin took a somewhat similar 
view. 

Mr. Orr amended tho motion to road 
that tho estimates and returns of revenue 
and expenditure should be submitted .at 
as early a date as possible. 

Carried.

Mr. Uelgesen movud that the report of 
the select cuiiiinittee to enquire into tl>e 
claim cf Thom ib Pamplilott be adopted. 
Seconded by Mr. T. Davioj . . 

Mr. Holgeaen explained the nature of 
the claim, which was for alleged failure of 
tho government to give Painphlett tho 
parrying of itono from the 
quarries for tho dock, whereby he 
had suffered pecuniary lusn. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said the hou.so had 
decided to go out of its uaual way to pay 
the workmen on tho drydock for McNa- 
mee. That course had been one piirtly 
of sympathy and partly of justice, and 
the payments had been to laborora for 
Wor)i done, liow it was proposed to pay 
a Whtractpr for work he. .had not done. 
There were others in Pamphlett's position 
■ — in a worse position, ill fiict--and ho 
would mention one of thoin — Mr, Nichol- 
son, who had not only put labor and sup- 
plies and money into that work, but had 
put his all, and was now a ruined man. 
|f this claim was recognized asa.valid one 
by Ihe-gpyernm.eu^i and it ..wouid be a 
doubtful exercise of the aiithtirity of the 
house, it would open the door to the es 
tabliahinent agniii.st the gDvornmoiit of all 
claims that existed against JIoNamoe & 
Co. on account of this dock. 

I^r. T. Davie said this case was a differ- 
ent ope to the claims of other oqntracturs. 
The latter had contracted with MoNanieo 
fS; Oo. , and because MoNanien had ren- 
dprod the fulfilment of those uontracta im 
possible was not tho f:iuU of the govern - 
q)ent. In Pamphlett's cauo the bargain 
l)a4 bden made with tlie Roverameht,'and 
])i8,<)Iaiip, if not a striistly liegal o'ne.' Wei a' 
very strong moral one. As to the argu- 
ment that if Pamphlott'ii bargain was a 
iu(?-handled one it was Pamphlett's own 
took out, was a hardly fair one, and was 
unworthy of the honorable provincial suc- 
feikij. The claiq) was one of justice 
TOthar th*W sympathy, although sympathy 
conr4 wpll be'e^tehded in the case. He 
poped ti}ia''||oiise 'woiild take into considera- 
tjip^.tbi; djj^irabilfty of ipaking Bumpblott 



Hon. Mr. Smithe look the view that 
the terms of tho contract had been mu- 
tually known to both p.irtioa to it, and 
that he not only was able to act intelli- 
gently in regard to it but knew that when 
the work' on the dock was suspended there 
would bo no necessity for more'stone. 
Another thing; It was not supposed that 
Capt. Pamphlett could do nothing else 
but carry stono. As a married man, he 
would naturally avail himself of every 
opportunity to get work, and surely it 
was - not -contended that- he had been 
sitting twiddling' his thumbs while wait- 
ing for orders for the carrying of inore 
stone i He (Mr. Smithe) admitted that 
the clainiiint might bo entitled to aomo 
consideration for theexponao he had gone 
to in fitting up his vessel under the im- 
pression that tho contrAct would oontiniio, 
aiid in so far as this, went ; the. report'of 
the committee could bo endorsed by"'the 
house. 

Mr. Ik'nven said tho claim of Pum- 
phlutt was. a just olio, but before the com- 
mittee's repiii t was adopted he wiahod the' 
words in clutiao 2, stating it waa tho in- 
tention of the then gavernment toithem-;' 
selres coiqplete; ithe- work, be struck out: 
- Mr. -Drake thought the endorsement of 
the report would create a bad precedent 
in the posniblu briuginij of other con- 
tractorb' olaiiiia ngainat the governniont, 
and ho agreed with tho remark of the 
provincial secretary that tho claimant was 
iu reality asking payihentfor work he had 
never performed. It Kadalao never been 
shown that Pamphlett had sustained any 
losa from what he deeinod the non-ful- 
filnientof the contiaot. 

Hon. I\[r. Davie iiaid that while there 
was no legal foundation for the oliiini it 
waa evident that from representations 
made to him by tho jjovernmont, Pam- 
phlett had ^otie to a certain expense in 
making preparations to carry out the bar- 
gain, and piv thia groun.l ho had nn 
e(niitaDle claim, but further than this ho 
(liio speaker) was not inclined to go. Ho 
agreed that, perhaps, it would be as well 
to strike out the words proposed, al- 
though if the matter..^was to be conaid- 
ered ':from a sympatbeltiQ point of view 
there would be no objection to retaining 
ihom. 

Mr. Semlin asked if this was tho only 
claim againat the governmoiit on tho dock 
account. 

Hon. Mr.. D.ivie — I do not know that 
no other claims will be brought, but I do 
know that itii.s is the only claim that can 
be laid by virtue of .a., qontract; having 
boon made with theigo^rernment, . ' 

Report as amended'' (clause' 7 struck 
out) was adopted.

Hon. Blr. Smithe moved: Whereas by 
the articles of agreement bL'tween cuitain 
per.soub therein niiiued, and bur niajoHty, 
tlierein represented by the uiiniator of rail- 
ways and canals, and the specification there- 
unto ftune.xed, which are recited iu tho act 
of the parliament of Cauada pUs.sed iu the 
17th ye^r of. 'bar majesty's reign, '-jd chap- 
tered six, it is provided that the gradients 
and alignments of the railway frpm Eacxui- 
malt'to>'Nanaimo therein ueutida'ed'-|a; to 
be cousiructed by tho parties of the first 
part, or n company to be formed by their 
incorporation, nball be tbo bn.st that tho 
pbyisieal feiitnre.s of tbo oounlry will admit 
of, without involving unusually or unueoes- 
Biuily heavy workis of coiistruetioii, with 
respect to which tho governor iu council 
shall decide; and •wluu-eas the conipany 
foriued as afurosaiii, having cairied tbo 
works of conatructiou of said railway far 
forward towards completion, ,huve repre- 
sented that in order to avoid shoh unusually 
heavy work, they have been compelled by 
the physical features of the country in 
many plncoH to adopt sharper curves than 
those mentioned in the specification, and 
have praj'od that tho sumo bo nllowod by 
parliument and the said not amended ac- 
cordingly;' and whorean it appears by tho 
reports of tbo engineer of railways and 
canals, who has inspected the aaid works, 
that tho gradients of the said railway are as 
req^uired.by tho specilicatiou and the work 
satiafactoiily performed,. and that although 
sharper qnryea .have? been introduced than 
are admi^sibloi nnder^th^ sai(1 spedificatiou, 
the railway;is^qfjft(mpre'.< durable :anjd eub- 
Btantial dharoa^r.tbiiu if biiilt Whdre.tflatter 
curves could have been obtained, and 'that 
tbo allef;a(i()us of tho said company as to 
the dilUeulties arising from the physical 
features of the country appear to ba true; 
and whereas the honorable the liiiuister of 
railway's has introduoed into the house of 
coniuious at its present session a bill au- 
thorizing the governor iu council to accept 
enrves in the said railway not being of losa 
radius than live hundred and seventy-three 
feet, as satisfying, the .regtiitetnents ot'-tho 
.said act, upon thia legislati'V.e assembly 
nctfeptiiig .such curves' as satisfactory; and 
vliinoas it^is desirable to accept tho said 
curves, 

IJe it therefore resolved. That this house 
approves and accepts as naliatactory curves 
on the line of the Esquiraalt and Nanaiino 
railway, notbeiug of loss radius than Bye 
hundred and seventy-three feet. 

Tho honorable mover said he brought 
in tho resolution iu acccjrd With a desire 
o.xpressBd by tho guvornraout of Canada, 
although it wii.s a matter with which, 
strictly speaking, thia Imuao had nothing 
to do, tho settlement of tho curves having 
been loft to the Dominion government. 
It was generally conceded that the lino 
was bettor with tho curves that had been 
made than if it had been constructed in 
accordance with the' more modified curves 
of the contract. Tho only objectionable 
feature of the work of oonatruction of 
this end of tne iiuo waa the treatio-work 
oyer which the rails had to pass. To ob- 
viate this, however, would have rc()uired 
a heavy additional outlay and the treatlo- 
work waa of a most aubstantial ohariictor, 
and the road aa good as under tlio circum- 
gtancea could poaaibly be expected. 
But in aaking tho house to adopt the re- 
lution he h<id not based the request on 
his own opinibnii '(ilone'bat oh' the reports 
of several Donninion government engineers 
who had staled that tho work was super- 
ior to that of tho standard of the Cana- 
dian PacifTo' railway. In conclusion he 
itt^ot^gbt he could state without fear of 
'cbh'tradiotion that the line would long 
stand as' a credit to its president, Mr. 
Dunamuir, and to Yancdi^veir lslapd. 

Mr. Orr thinking tl^at^ t^e ' matter w^^^

'Mr. Beaven thought it waa a matter of 
regret that the quoation should be brought 
up in its present shape at this stage of 
tho aesnion. Many of the representations 
in the resolution true or otherwise could 
not be knowH to many mombers of the 
house, and he agreed with the remark uf 
the reader of -the gofe'riimeut^J'that the 
question of curves was "hot ou'e for the 
house to deal with, except it were to pro- 
teat againat any clianga in tho contracc 
under which thoy had given such a. largo 
tract of land. Uo concluded by charac- 
tdrii^Tng. the .amendment of Mr. Orr aa 
shoeing a'singular want of courtesy, and 
Beating his intention to vote against the 

■ resolutioh; ' " ' ' " ' ' " ''" 

Hon. Mr. Davie aaid that the rond had 
already cost upwards of S-,O0O,OCU and 
he asked if there was anj' noceaaity, in 
fairness or justice, if an equally aubatan- 
tial and safo railway had been provided 
with sharper curves, (made in accordance 
with thei pature.of the ground) .t.o rj^qdire 
tho bbaervanoti of the strict letter" bf lli'e' 

■ contract ) Dominion government ongi- 
neera had ofhcially approved of tho curv- 
atures, and such reports had boon en- 
dpraed by tho houae of commoiiB. Speak- 
ing without prejudice, either ono way or 
tho other, he advanced that the iufurina- 
tiun furnished waa such that the hoUse 
could safely act upon . 

In answer to i remark of Mr. Semlin 
Hon. Mr. Smithe explained that it waa 
an error to suppose that the curves pro- 
'posed tb'be accepted wei'e' sjiarpur than 
t|joae employed- in other railway con- 
struction; there wore many places on the 
Gauadian Pacific where tho curvatures 
wore still leas than those now inquealion. 

Mr, Allen wished to place on record be- 
fore the debate closed his e.xpression of 
the excellottce of tho lino aa he had aeon 
it. He 'had hikd'adme experience ' of ''rail ■ 
Way traveling and must say that he had 
never aeon a lino which waa built in a 
bettor and more aubstantial manner, lie 
had gone over many parts of tho Cuuii- 
dian t^acifio whero a man's life waa not 
worth six bits [laughter], and so far aa the 
value of the lands given for the island 
line was concerned he could say with 
truth that there were sooreu of forms on 
tho mainland which contained more agri- 
cultural land than all land of the same 
nature included in the island railway 
grant, ' 

Mr. Grant endoraod the resolution upon 
all its general principles, 

,The previous question waa put and car- 
ried, those voting againat it being 8einlin 
and Beaven. This had the effect of the 
resolution being adopted. 

ALASKA UOUNDAllY. 

Mr. Grant moved that a rui'poolful ad- 
dress bo preaentod to his h(mor tho lieu- 
tenant-governor praying that ho will inuve 
tho Dominicm government to represent to 
the Imperial government the necessity of 
opening hegotiationa ivith the government 
of the United States of America, with a 
view of establishing a mure desirable line 
oi deinarcaliuivthan that laid down iuthe 
before cited treaty. 

Carried. 

GOLD DISCOVEaiBS. 

Mr. Wilson moved That thia house do 
reaoive itself into a committee the 
whole for the purpose of considering a 
resolucion praying his honor the lieuten- 
ant-gqvernor to consider tho adviaability 
of oliforing a reward for tho discovery of a 
new gold field. • 

Tho mover suggested that a reward of 
$5000 be placed on tlio ostiinatea for tu h 
a diacovery but thai tho amount be not 
payable until at least ono half the sum 
hBS boon taken in records of claims in the 
locality. 

Motion was carried.

would preclude any lawyer jdoadiug against 
the constitutionality of tho bill passed. 

Mr. Thoo. Davie said that the action of 
tho honorable gentleman reminded him of 
H remark of a constituent of his the other 
daj- — "that he neededa keeper." [Laugh- 
ter.] Tbo honorable gentleman should go 
further and provide that any ,indgo of tho 
supremo court who wouhl render an adverse 
decision on iiuy bill passed by thia houso be 
removed from the bench. Or he might 
make it general and provide that any voter 
who apko against Chinese bills , be com- 
mitted to gaol, , He,didn't onxe, whether tbo 
bill jjussod, but would berUunly^oppose, it. 
Such an outtctment going .abroad would 
oouviuee every<me that the ; British^ Coluinr 
bia legislature was eoniposoil of individuals 
who spent their time in framing absurd laws 
imd it would In; taken as a criterion of all 
other euaetnients passed by tliishouso. 

Mr. Drake .said when he first saw the 
bill ho was inclined to treat it aa an April 
fool joke and ho still considered it such, 
but it was the first attempt that he re- 
membered o^tho hon. g.ehtleman to be 
facetrfitiB' and he must congratulate him 
on such a huge joke. It was aimilar to the 
April jokes perpetrated by The Colonist 
the other day in reference to tho torpedo 
boats and the mastodon — it was all bones. 

Mr. Dunsmuir thought it was not a 
jokef-^jt was in keepihg wi.lh ,&U Vthe bills 
that the noh. gentleman had brought in. 
If he (Mr. Heaven) had tho power 
he would force capital from the 
country anil would in every way 
act as a despot. If he over came into 
power it would be ii calamity to the coun- 
try. Any voter who would vote for a 
member;who would introduce suoh^non- 
sense into the huus<; was not entitled to 
BuH'rago. 

Mr. Pooley aaid tha^ when tho hon,' 
member for New VVeBtminator district, a 
few days ago, introduced a resolution to 
remove the capital to tho mainland tho 
leader of the opposition said he was sorry 
to soe the house treat it in a'.serious man- 
ner; it should have boen treated as a joke. 
The remarks of tho loader of tho opposi- 
tion Would be very appropriate to this bill. 
(Hear, hear.) lie now saw that tho lead- 
er of the opposition had come to hia (Mr. 
Pocdey's) way of thinking, namely, that 
all Chinese legislation is ultra viren tho 
powers of this house. When he appear- 
ed before his constituonts at the last eleo- 
tinn he had stated that he thought this 
Hou.^e had no power to paai an act ro- 
sirioting Chineao which would receive 
the aaaont of the high authority at Otta- 
wa. He then promised to vote for any 
Chineae bill that waa brought forward, 
not that ho thought tho house had the 
power to pass a valid act, but with a view 
of educating the public mind in the oast 
to the dedii ahility of excluding "the Chi- 
nese from this province. This he had con- 
sLitontly dune. He mamtained that the 
leader of the opposition (Mr. Beaven) had 
made a grievous blunder by introducing 
this act, aa ho shnv-ed by it that ho be- 
lieves that every act p,aaood by this house 
has been unconstitutioual and will not 
stand tho teat of a court of law and that 
the constant motions made by him had 
been made with the full knowledge that 
what he was doing was unconstitutional 
and weio only brought forward by hirn for 
political purpo.soH and in the hope of 
catching a few votes at tho coming elec- 
tions. .(Hear, hear.)

THE PROVINCIAL UAflTAL. 



A paper which claims to be beyond tlie 
inUuonco of sootionalisiii — Tho Cjluinbiiui 
— endeuvoru, iiiiconaciuusl y, of course, to 
make "capital" out of Ihu silly motion of 
Mr. Orr, and makes itself as ridiculous aa 
did that Reiitloman, by treating the quea- 
lion seriously. But with the many wheru- 
aaoa and wherefores with which the 
frothy rcBoluticn was aurioundoJ, there 
was not one coyont reason given for a 
change of the capital. The proposi- 
tion was not made in response to n 
heartrending cry from the wliole or any 
uf the paople for a change in this respect; 
it was not made from patriotic motives, 
for there are none to be served; but it 
suddenly appeared like a miniature ex- 
ploaiun of gas and disappeared from sight, 
leaving around tho originator a very 
marked odor of the ridiculous. The foun- 
dation of a capital is based originally upon 
convenience;' but a change of capital re- 
quires something more than a study ot 
ordinary convenience, involving aa it 
would, an extraordinary oqtlay of 
money. Supposing tluit the rucjuest of 
the honorable, gentluuiiin hail boon con- 
ceded and tho capital declared to be Van- 
couver, who could know but that in a 
moment of pique he might not again re 
quire that it bo shifted somewhere elao 
and from there nlaowhere?. The public 
would begin to realize that Mr. Orr was- 
a very e.xpensive luxury and, perhaps, a 
superfluous one. No constituency cares 
to see its representative make himself a 
laughing stock in a place where mature 
wisdom should be exhibited, and it would 
have been hard to have found another 
member of tho liouso equally willing to 
bring in such a motion aa that introduced 
by Mr. Orr for a change of capital. 
But tho Columbian appears to see an 
opportunity to create a divergence 
of iuterests iu the question and would fas- 
ter the sued of discord betwceu island aud 
mainland. This, however, the people at 
large are too cool headed to try or even 
•wish to do, and the mainland was ably 
voiced by its leprosentatives when tho latter 
expresaod thoiv opiuions uu the inotiou, 
whicli wua DOt thrown but .simply pitched 
out. The argument that uo member can 
faithfully serve hia coustitueucy when re.sid- 
. iug beyond it is a gratuitouu insult to lion. 
A. K. B. Davie and Mr. Wilson, aud tho 
reason for the sophistical oxcep- 
tion in favor of ministers of 
the cabinet is as apparent as it is uuneces 
aary. That tho Hon. Mr. Robaon can 
look after the interests of his district haa 
been plainly and worthily shown, but we 
are yet to hear that other members of 
the legislature, similarly situated, have 
shown themselves deficient in this re- 
Bpect, Taken throughout there is a sus- 
picious tone in the article that is ominous 
more of the desire than the power to stir 
up sectional ill feeling, — a desire that is 
scarcely worthy of that moat "un sec- 
tional" Journal — the British Culurabiau. 

A OROfVDED HOUSE. 

The lack of accommodation in the Eng- 
lish house of commons waa tho subject of 
discussion thuro some days ago. Tuora is 
loom [or only about uno half cf the G70 
members on the floor of tho house, and 
those that desire seats are obliged to bu in 
attendance long before the house meets. 
During the discussion a Mr. Davioa spoke 
as follows: 

"Sinco tho beginning of the aeaaion ho 
had been unable to obtain u seat un his 
own Bide of the house. He llioughL it nna 
a greai waste of time to go down three 
hours before the house met, and, morn 
over, a man looked such a fool walking 
about the place without a hat. [Laughter.] 
Ho waa too old to do it, and would not do 
it. [Lauglitor ] .•\ member could not 
apeak from the croaa-buiichoa, and, though 
he had been rocommended tc go up in the 
gallery, he did not feel inclined to make 
an ais of himself up there. [Laughter.] 
If there should be a dissolution — and ho 
had got it into hia mind that there would 
be one before long — tho fact that he wa» 
always obliged to speak from that side (the 
opposition side) of the house might tell 
itgainat him at another election. [Laugh- 

WHERE, ASS? WAERE, ASS? 

The Vancouver Herald haa this to say 
regarding James Orr and hia wonderful 
string of Where, Asses ? which was uncere- 
moniously bundled out of the house on 
Friday: 

"Mr. Orr has given notice of a motion 
for the removal of the capital from Victo- 
ria to the mainland. The motion is com- 
posed of a long string of 'whereasoa,' giv-- 
ing reasons fur the removal. Mr. Orr ia 
a little too previous about this m.itter of 
removal. It is not likely that the hniiae 
would assent to it, and if it dia, there 
does not appear to be any money to ap[)ly 
to the erection of buildings at the present 
time. He winds up by saying ihat the 
terminus of the Canada Pacific being fixed 
at Burrard Inlet, it is therefore expedient 
that the capital of the province should bo 
changed' to some poinC on that tranaconti- 
iiontal highway. The reason for the mo- 
tion probably ia that there is to be a gen- 
eral election thia year, and Mr. Orr'a 
conatitutjncy lies somowhero in the neigh- 
borhood of the terminus. We hardly think 
he will advance the objeoi he pretends to 
be aiming at by his motion. The time has 
not yet come for an agit ation of this kind. " 

MR. BE A VEli'a BILL. 

Legislation has run mad, would be a 
fitting description of Mr. Beavon's latest 
eccentricity. Hia bill provided for dis- 
barring any member of the legal profes- 
sion who might plead in court that any 
act of the legislature affecting the Chinese 
ia UBconatitutioual, Mr. Drake was in- 
oltned to regard the bill ps an April fool 
joke, Mr. T. Davio thought the mover 
"neuded a keeper." Mr. Dunsrauir be- 
lieved tho bill emanated from the mind of 
a man who would be a despot if ho could. 
Mr.- Pooley, after declaring that the bill 
was unconstitutional said it was a blun- 
der. Mr. Dingwall wittily suggested a 
clause to deprive any member of his seat 
who might oppoao. any anti-Chincao bill; 
and Mr. Orr rejoiced to recognize in Mr. 
Be<iven a bigger fool than himself. The 
bill was tranaparent claptrap— so trans- 
parent that tho Sick party refused to fol- 
low their leader and ho waa left .sn/ns- to 
vote for it — s. fitting robuko for his pre- 
sumption in. occupying the (iine of the 
house with so nunaenaical a matter. 



THL aLADSTONE QUVERNMENT. 

The liberal miriistry is apparently in its 
last throes. On Tbaraday the Grand Old 
Itfaii tvHI propound bis home nile scheme, 



aiid.vithin a very few days thereafter ,the 
world may expect to hear of the over- 
throw of his ministry and a dissolution of 
the house. Never sinee the union of Ire- 
land and Scotland has home-rule been so 
near tho grasp of Irishmen as lately. In 
1851, when a bill was introduced to 
abolish the lord-lieutenancy, Ireland 
came pretty near obtaining what she 
wanted; but it went over ond the oppor- 
tunity was lost. The existing agitation 
seouia destined to ond in tho sama way. 
The English, Scotch and Welsh will not 
accept the measure. They have not been 
educated up to it, and will vote it down. 
It is not thought that a coalition of radi- 
cals and conservatives will take place; 
but it is believed that the conaervniivea 
and whiga will mute after tho election 
and form a staple government on anti- 
home rule and fair trade principles. 

PET NAMES. 

The Oolumbian has the following to say 
relative to the expletive imported by the 
Times of this city frcmi the grit camii at 
Toronto. Wo agreo witli mir contoni- 
porary, that it is a umttor for extreme re- 
gret to see this objectionable stylo of 
journalism introduced intu Hritiali Culnm- 
bia: 

" The Colonist makes a very good point 
on tho Times in relation to intemperate 
expressions used towards political op- 
ponents. During the Riol debate in the 
house of commons, the tiU)bu miido u.se 
of some very unparliamentary expressions 
respecting the Dominion govornment and 
its supporters — expressions for which wo 
think there is no justitioation. Oompar- 
ine these with epithets applied by the 
Times to tho government of British 
Columbia and ita supporters, there ia « 
very striking roaomblunce, and it nunt be 
a matter of sincere regret to see this very 
objectionable style of journalism intro 
duced into tiie Pacilic province."

CALIFORmA. 

Si.N FiiANuisco, April 4 —Over 1,000, - 
000 railroad ties have been ordered for 
shipment to the terminus of the Califor- 
nia & Oregon railroad, where active con- 
struotion is still goingon. The hrst train- 
load will soon bo ready to atart. 

A resolution waa carried at a nitutiiig 
last night of the Oroek-Huaaimi ^ih' vonian 
society, declaring that A. E. Olarnv.sKy, 
Ruaiian consul, ia dishonestfy conducting 
his office, and the society petitions tho 
emperor of Rusiia to remove him. 

The case of 0. W. Tyler, indicted for 
felony in preparing Ihn ia;ibolla Clatk af- 
fidavit in the Sharon caau, oamo up on a. 
motion to diamisB tlie iiidictiuoiit to-day. 
Mrs. E. P, Weil and .faniea rinnvii, now 
serving a term at .San tjueiitin for jiar- 
ticipation in procuring the Clark uthdavit, 
testified thgt they had been promised iiii 
munity from punishment by two of tho 
jurors who found the indictment agaiii.st, 
Tyler, if they would implicaiu Tyler in the 
matter of the false allidavit. On conclu- 
sion of their testimony, the case went 
over tilt nozt Saturday. 

All doubts as to cause wreck of schiniiier 
.J. H. Congdon off Point Reyes several 
days ago, have been settlnd by telegram 
from steamer Va((uina at ViKjuina bay, re- 
ceived to-day. He states that hia ship 
struck tho schi.ioner at 7:-IO p. m. on 
March 30th otJ" Point Reyes, and ran her 
down; but he saved the crow, conai-itiiig 
of the captain and one man, who were 
taken on board and ciirriod to the atoiuii- 
er's destination to bo returned on the 
next trip down. 

Detectives Cox and S P. ^VosioIl, of 
Petaluma, sailed on the steamer Oceanic 
this afternoon for Hong Kong, to bring 
back Ang Tai Duck, the murderer nf the 
Wiokerahama. 

EA.STEPN .STATE.S. 
St. Lduiri, April 4. —The detaih of the 
desperate affair at Fort Worth ia given as 
follows in a special: The suggestive (luiot 
that marked the passage of tho freight 
train through tho city was not without its 
sequel. When tlio train left the de])ot it 
was under the protection of uliicera cum- 
manded by James Courtwright. Tho train 
prooeeded to the crossing uf the Fort 
Worth & New Orleans road, when it 
stopped ae customary. What followed is 
reported by a railroad eniployii who wan 
on tho train. He Bays that when tlu; 
train stopped it waa noticed that aeveraJ 
men wore congregated on the track, in 
front of the train. Tho posse's command- 
er approached tho muii and aaked why 
they impeded tho progress of the train, to 
which they replied that they had nothing 
to do with it; thft, thoy were not armed, 
and had no intention of interfering with 
tho road. As the olhcers returned to tho 
train they noticed several men sitting, or 
lying, on the grass a few yards fnun the 
track. The entire posse advanced towards 
the men in ambush until they had reached 
a ditch alongside the track, when they 
commanded them to throw up handa. Tlio 
command was obeyed, but aa the hands 
came up they brought Winchester rillea 
with them, which belched forth a deadly 
fire. Tho poase returned tho tiro with fa- 
tal results. There wore porhapa n hun- 
dred shota fired. After tho lirat tire tho 
posse advanced and continued firing The 
ambush rotroated behind some piloa of 
ties, which proved most excellent breast- 
works, and from the security of which 
they poured a murderous fire into the 
posse. From this position they were tin- 
ally dislodged and driven beyond the 
range of the posse's pistols. Tho cuaual 
ties among the posse wore found to be 
throe polieaofficera — Tufrord,ahot through 
both thighs; special ofBcer Townsend, shot 
through left breast near the nipple, fatal; 
special oiEcer Sneed, shot through the 
heart and jaw. Tho casnaltiea among tho 
ambushers is only a matter of conjecture, 
though there is good grounds for saying 
three or four of them were wounaed, 
probably fatally, The aarae authority 
oays there were half a dozen or more 
horses visible from tho train, which were 
ambushed, which it ia believed belonged 
to tho ambuahing party. The poase car- 
ried the -wounded man aboard the train, 
which backed into the depot, whore the 
wounded men were lying when tho Mail 
reporter saw them. 

From another source the Mail gets the 
following i "Ii iathe determination of the 



strikers tbat^np trains should run on the 
Missouri Pacific, injunction or no injunc- 
tion. It was arranged that should tho 
train puna through Fort .Worth it muat ba 
stopped elsewhere. To this end a number 
of strikers had been detailed to watch tho 
road south of the city. The train arrived 
at the crossing, when it was flagged by the 
strikers. Noi.obeying the flag the strikers 
next resorted to throwing switches. The 
narrator says it was not the intention of 
the strikers to reaort to violence iinlesa 
forced to; but when they were Bred upon 
they returned tlio fire. They were well 
armed, and their work showa that they 
were pretty good markamen. 

CoNOORii, N. H., April 3. — The dam 
of the Stoddard pond, se.'eti miles long, 
gave way yi'.sterdiiy iinnn. It ia feared 
that the factories at Hillalioro bridge and 
other places on the river will be carried 
oil'. At 4 o'clock the water had reached 
.A.iitriin, carcying a mass of ice fifty feet 
in height. 

Nkw Yobk, April 3.— The following dis-

Paciflo railroad offices; The greatest ex- 
citoiuont ia prevailing at Fort Worth. The 

mayor and citizens are turning out and 
organizing for a mounted polioo. Tho train 
is on the siiliiig. Train Xo. llo loft at ])ar- 
sou's rtt I'iii'jO without iuterfereuce. Thirty 
soldiers went on the train us giiarda. Tliis 
makes four trains on the wuj* south. A 
train in now being inade up at Parson':; to 
.start with. 

SOUTHERN STATES. 
Ski.ma, Ala., April 3.— The river at thia 
point has ceased to rise after raising two 
feet higlier than at any time within the 
recollection uf the ukleat residoiits. The 
destruction of property is great along the 
river, and many lives have been lost. The 
entire eastern portion of this city is un- 
der water. 

CENTRAL AMERICA. 
Nkw Yohk, April 15.— Advices from 
Paimnia to March UOlh, says that on 
March 10th, when about 'M iiiilea from 
(iuayacjail, one of the steamers which ply 
regularly on tho river waa attacked by fi 
band of Montoros from both aides of the 
river. The steamer was riddlud with bul- 
lets and several pfisaengera were wound- 
ed, one fatdlly.

GERMANY. 
liKiiLiN, .\pril 3. — Prince Bismarck has 
had several coulerencea dnnug the past few 
dayM with Barou Sohlosser, Prussian repre- 
sentative at the Vatican, and Minister Von 
dossier, at which the subjects at issue be- 
tween Prussia and the Vatican were dis- 
cussed ut length. So far, however no prom- 
ise bus been given of tho eiitablishruent of 
inodiL-i i.-ti-'-ndi with Curia. The NiUiouul 
Zeitung deelar(!s that Curia is i)layiug a 
double part. It says Dr. Kupp, bislioji of 
Fulda, was charged to secure oortuiu conces- 
sions from the Prussian government, and 
that after these had b.ion granted tho Vati- 
can refused to acknowledge Dr. Kopp's 
authority, while Cauou Reuch of Treves 
was charged with the presentation of furth- 
er demandB which it is impossible for I'rus- 
sin to concede. It has been reported that 
Prince Bi.smiirek has decided to with haw 
the concessions that liavr been iiiudo al- 
ready unless Curia aeeepts thr provisiuii 
that the goveiameiit shall have the veto 
powt-r ovci all appointments iniulo by the 
Vatican. Dr. Kopp has sent an ultimatum 
to Bismarck to the, eflfect that the church 
considers therMay laws as really amended 
if the government insistK ou the veto pro- 
vision. 

The North German Qazette rirlicnles the 
statement made in Pronch and Belgian 
newspapers to the ell'cet that ( ieniiaii agents 
incited the Jielgian riots. it says that 
I'rinee Itisuiarck has uo intention of 
inaUing further elforts toward tho promo- 
tion of an international union against tho 
anarchists as all overtures made by him 
in their direction have failed; but-ho in- 
sists on a vigorous maintenance of police 
precautions against the anarchiala in Aus- 
tria and other countries. 

Herr Vioreck, meinbor of the reichatag, 
has been summoned to appear bef^ve the 
court at Munich to answer to a charge of 
having violated article 128 uf the penal 
code. It is alleged that he is a member 
of a Bavarian uecrot society and article 
128 says a member of the reichatag shall 
not belong to any secret organization 
during hi;i term of oflico.

ENGLAND. 

London. April Ii. — Cambridge won tho 
university boat race on the Thames thia 
mornins;. The sky was cloudy, the 
weather mild and the wind pretty strong 
at the start and during the race. The 
water waa sulliciontly lumpy to put to a 
thorough test the stamina of the men en- 
gaged in the contest. Betting wa's in 
favor of the Cambridge crow. The river 
banks wore crowded with thousands of 
people making the race an event for a 
liuliday. The boats were started even and 
were kept so by «» fiuo a contest aa 
waa ever witnessed in the course of about 
a inilo, then tho Cambridge boat pulled a 
few feet ahead. In the second stage the 
racu v^'us exciting. Cambridge men made 
several dcaperate spurts to get away from 
tlieir competitors but the latter responded 
iiiataiitly and successfully to each, and 
wliL-ii llummorsmith bridge was reached 
tho Cambridge boat was a quarter of a 
length ahead. A mile and a half had now 
been rowed and thu contest continued to 
bo utubhorn to Uanaun atreoc. It waa 
fairly even and exciting up to Two and a 
half niilu point. opposite Chiswick 
church. Here Oxford spurted, and 
tlio Viuat reapoiided by fairly ahoot- 
itig along until its jn'ow got even with that 
of Canibridgo aud theu passed it by a few 
feet. The contestants wore urged on by 
tho cheering that was loud and inspiriting. 
Cambridge moii gradually sent their boat 
u]) even with thut of Oxford, aud the boats 
were kept oven until Barnes' bridge was 
passed. Hero neither crow had any visible 
advantage, and both wore straining to such 
a point that thoy splashed people along the 
liankH and in tho boats following. Pooplo 
wore almost wild with excitement aud cries 
of "Dead heat!" "Dead heat!" were every- 
where heard, but (Jn^mbridgo men were able 
to add one iii'ire spurt to their long-sustain- 
ed pull, and rowing their craft at i'i strokes 
to the minute, drew a few feet ahead and 
pansed the limit at almost half a length iu 
advance, thus winning one of tho grandest 
races ever rowed over tho lonrso. Exoite- 
intMit at the close waa tlirilliug, and at no 
point during the entire race had it been 
])osKil)lo for either crew to get more than 
half a. length ahead of its rival. 

The British admiralty baa ordered four 
more torpedo boats to proceed to the Medi- 
terranean sou.

Prof. Lewis Swift, in a letter to the 
Rochester Democrat, dated 17th inat., 
says: Barnard's coniot on the day of its 
greatest brightness (May 24) will be about 
20 deg:' north (towards the north star) 
from the Pleiades' or seven stars. Iris 
now about 4 dag. north of Alpha Aritis. 
It ia visible through small telescopes. 
Fabry's ia now in a vacant part of the sky 
some 12 deg. northwest of Alpha Andro- 
meda, low down in the northwest. On 
April 30 it will be some 4 deg.' from oast 
of the place vrhere Barnard's will be when 
brightest a month ^ later. It will bo a 
uniauB if not an altogether unheard of 
spectacle of two. bright comets in the same 
quurter of the heavens being almost aiin- 
ultaneoualy visible. Fabry'd, or the Pari.s 
comot, as It is often callecl, will probably 
become visible to the naked eye in loss 
than two weeks firom t>o.w,'and fortunate- 
ly, moonlight will not interfere with its 
visibility, neither will it but very little 
oil Api'il 30, when brightest. It may be 
advisable to iiotu that the two comets, 
both being visible to the naked eye, will, 
on April 22, bo within 9 deg. ot each 
other. It may be also interesting to state 
that on Feb. 22 Fabry's aod Brook's 
comets were but 2 deg , 44 min. apart, 
ank with a telescope of low power both 
were in one field. On April 25 Fabry's 
comet will cross a point which Barnard's 
comet will pass on March 32, and on May 
30 Barnard's will be where Fabry's had 
passed 23 days previously. It ia Fabry's, 
not Barnard's, comet that ia supposed to 
be idoniical with Miss Caroline Herschol's 
comot of 1785. "

Seven Men Killed Outrigrlit. 



Fort Worth, Tex., April 3. — At ton 
o'clock this morning fifteen bnndred peo- 
ple assembled at the Missouri PaciGc de- 
pot to aoB Sheriff Maddoi send out a train 
which lie said last night he would do or 
die in the attempt. At 11 o'clock an en- 
gine with 20 armed deputies backed into 
the yard to take out a train of 20 cars. 
When ready the train pulled out for the 
aouth, and when it reached New Orleans 
crossing, two miles aouth of this city. 
Sheriff Maddox and party were attacked. 
At 10 o'clock a regular battle enaued. 
Three deputies were shot to pieces and 
aoveral of the strikers are supposed to 
have been killed- Tho tinnios of deputies 
wounded are Charles Sneed, .1 . F. Fulford, 
and Dick Townsond. Sneod will die. 

A later special from Fort Worth says 
citizens are arming on all sides, and a 
fight is now goin.r^ on betwoou tho strikers 
and fifty mounted police. The strikers 
are well armed with WincheBtera, and 
everything ia in an extremely feverish 
condition. Several hundred morehanta 
are now inarching down Main street to- 
ward the scene of the conflict, which ia 
still in progress, and all are armed with 
Winchester rifles and shotguns, Seven 
men sro now dead and a number are 
wounded.

The Attempt to Kill Jules Vcriie 



Paris, March 10. — An attempt was 
made yesterday to kill M, Jules Yerne, 
the novelist, at Amiens. He had come 
from the Union Club-house at 5 p, m., 
and was about to open ' the door of his 
bouse, 2, Rue Charles Dubois, when 
he saw a young man, 10 paces higher 
up the street, pointing a revolver at 
him. Two reports followed. One bail 
rebounded from the stone door-poat, 
wkile the ether struck M, Verne on 
the leg. Without losing his aelf-posses- 
8i6n,"-M. Yerne went up to his assail- 
ant. What was his amazement; when 
he recognized bis nephew, M. Gaston 
Verne. With the help of his servant, 
who had run up on hearing the dia- 
charge of firearms, M. Jules V^erne dis- 
armed the young man, who offered no 
resistance. . 

M. Gaston Verne is 26 years of age, 
and has for. some time shown aymp- 
touis of insanity. He sufiFers from a 
form of melancholy madness, and has 
been saying that he would be revenged. 
M. Jules Verne took him into his 
house, where the police commissary ex- 
amined him; but to none of the ques- 
tions put to him could he be induced 
to reply. It is thought that he had es- 
caped from B'ois, where he was watch- 
ed by his family, and that he arrived 
at Amiens yesterday by the 3 o'clock 
train. Under the influence of his delu- 
sion, he went straight to the Rue 
Cbftrles Dubois, where the neighbors 
saw him walking backwards and for- 
wards for two hours. As soon as' he 
Jiaw M. Verne he fired at him. After 
the examination M. Gaston Yerne was 
removed to the hospital. 

M. Jules Verne received immediate 
medical attention. The ball struck him 
in the left leg. It perforated the boot 
and sock, aud caused a rather deep 
wound. Last night it had not boin ex- 
tracted, but the state of the wounded 
mail gave no cause for alarm.

This accouts 
for the great uncertainty prevailing as 
to the position of tlic Grenk tlcet. Ef- 
forts are being nindo by Greek patriots 
in England Jo secure two small iron- 
olflds of the Huascar type now lying 
in a dockyard in England. The pur- 
chase money will be raised by .subscrip- 
tion. Should Greece call out her sec 
ond class reserves, that really means 
war. Hostilities on the frontier may 
be expected immediately.
